REMEMBER HOW WE U S E D T O JOKE ABOUT L.A.?' 


When San Rafael residents stepped 
outdoors in last Tuesday’s heat, their 
eyes smarted and the air they breathed 
was foul. 
The Bay Area Air Pollution Control 
District that day recorded an oxidant 
reading in San Rafael of .22 — .07 
above the eve-smarting level. It was 
the second highest in the Bay Area, 
exceeded only by .25 in San Leandro. 
Tins was nothing new. t-ast year, 
the highest oxidant reading anywhere 
in the district was .34 recorded in 
San Rafael on June 14. 


THE FIGURES TELL their own 
story. Marin County is no longer on 
the outskirts of a smog bowl. It is 
IX the smog bowl. 
This is a little hard to understand 
lor those who habitually associate air 
pollution with factory c h i m n c y s 
spouting smoke into the atmosphere. 
Marin lias so little industry that its 
lack for broadening the tax base is 
constantly lamented. 
What Marin does have is a great 
many automobiles. 
In Southern California, according 
to University of California at Riverside 
a leader in smog research — 70 


to 80 per cent of air pollution stems 
from auto exhausts. In the much-less- 
industrialized North Bay Area, the 
percentage must be still higher. 


THE U.S. PUBLIC Health Service 
recently produced a list of the 65 
cities with the dirtiest air in the nation. 
In making the ratings, it counted three 
pollution factors. <1* dust, ashes and 
other particles in the air: <2» gasoline 
fumes; (3) sulphur dioxides. 
It rated San-Francisco-Oakland 35th 
among cities for dirtiest air. with a 
combined 
pollution 
rating of 253. 
I Highest was New York City with 
457.5; Los Angeles-Long Beach was 
fourth with 393.5.) 
With 
increasing 
frequency, 
the 
smog reading in San Rafael is above 
that in San Francisco. 
Irritation to eyes, nose and throat 
is the warning signal. But the hazards 
of smog are far greater than mere 
irritation. 


CALIFORNIA CROP damage due 
to air pollution totals more than $100 
million a year 
again according to 
University of California at Riverside. 
A 
recent 
Reader’s 
Digest story 


quoted John P. Nicholson, who has 
a company specializing in restoring 
stone buildings, that century-old New 
York structures have suffered more 
decay in the last 10 or 20 years than 
in their first 80 years 
the result 
of air pollution. In Padua, Italy, the 
frescoed walls of the Giotto, which 
have stood since the 14th century, 
are crumbling; air pollution is blamed. 
The increase in lung cancer in the 
United States between 1914 and 1950 
corresponded exactly with the 
in­ 
crease in gasoline consumption — a 
frightening indication that polluted air 
may be a greater cause of this disease 
than cigarette smoking. 


LAST 
THANKSGIVING 
w e e k , 
dense smog over the eastern seaboard, 
which brought an emergency alert in 
New York, caused 80 deaths. 
Thirteen 
years 
earlier, 
also 
in 
November, a 
10-day air inversion 
blanketed New York with smog blam­ 
ed for 175 deaths. 
In 1955, extremely toxic smog in 
London caused 1.000 deaths. Three 
years before that, an even worse Lon­ 
don smog took 4.000 lives.

Congress Reform In Committee 


WASHINGTON—The Demo­ 
cratic leadership of the House 
of Representatives is treating 
Congress— and the country - 
to an arrogant example of par 
tisan power-politics. 
It is giving the hack of its 
hand to majority rule. 
The Dt»mocratic leadership 
is adding bad politics to the 
already bad reputation of Con­ 
gress on ethics, and when the 
lacts get out the voters will 
not be amused. 


H ERE ARK the facts - and 
you can judge whether they tell 
a pretty story: 
A year ago. after months of 
hearings and study, the Joint 
Committee on the Organization 
of Congress presented its find­ 
ings on what urgently needs to 
be done to enable Congress to 
transact the public business 
more efficiently. 
The committee was made up 
of six senators and six repre­ 
sentatives and equally divided 
between the parties. It was 
chaired by the able and ex­ 
perienced Sen Mike Monroney. 
I).-Okla. 
Its 
recommendations 
for 
modest and constructive re­ 
forms were unanimous. One of 
its central provisions would 
transfer some of the almost 
dictatorial power of the com­ 
mittee chairmen to a majority 
of the committee members. 
No quick action was sought 
quite reasonably. The mem­ 


bers ol Congress were given 
a year to study the proposals. 
On March 7. after 18 days ol 
debate, the Senate gave its 
overwhelming approval. 75 to 
9. lo the Legislative Reorgani­ 
zation Act of 1967 which em­ 
bodied the joint 
committee 
recommendations. 
And 
now 
the Democratic 
leaders are subverting major­ 
ity rule by not allowing the 
House to vote on it. 
Nice, isn’t it? 


FOR 
M O R E 
THAN 
six 
months the so-called Reformed 
House Rules Committee, con­ 
trolled 
by 
the 
Democratic 
leadership, locked this measure 
so tightly in its solitary cell 
that Houdini couldn’t break il 
loose. 
It did venture to start some 
public hearings on the bill — 
but closed them after one day 
Evidently its supporters were 
expounding its merits too per­ 
suasively. 
1 don’t want to say that the 
Democrats in the House have 
done nothing, absolutely noth­ 
ing. about congressional re­ 
form. They have. They looked 
over 
the 
proposals, 
sai d 
“ humm’’ and introduced a bill 
dealing boldly with the guides 
who shepherd the tourists and 
the pages who run errands. 
And one other thing. They 
peered a little further into the 
measure the Senate passed 
and found a nice little item — 
clearly justified as part of the 


whole package of reform 
which 
gave increased travel 
allowances for congressmen 
to and from their districts. So 
they extracted this little divi­ 
dend. introduced it all by itself, 
passed it with a gleeful whoop 
—and left all the real reforms 
under 
lock 
and key in the 
vault of the Rules Committee 
Nice, isn’t it? 


FORTUNATELY the Repub­ 
licans are beginning to stand 
up and do something about this 
scornful refusal of the Rules 
Committee to permit the bill 
to come to a vote. Rep. James 
C. Cleveland. R.-New Hamp­ 
shire. 
put it pointedly in the 
House a few days ago: 
“ I want to know by what ra­ 
tionale this legislation can be 
permitted to reside so long in 
the dark recesses of the House 
Rules Committee.” 
They don’t need any ration­ 
ale. The nearly omnipotent 
Democratic committee chair­ 
men aren’t going to give up 
one iota of their dictatorial 
powers or anything else in the 
cause of congressional reform 
and they are out to see il 
doesn’t happen. Their strategy 
is to keep the bill bottled up 
until the last frantic days of 
the session and then to bring 
out a meaningless, watered- 
down measure—or nothing. 
And nothing it is likely to 
be unless Congress feels the 
hot breath of public demand.

The Legislature since the 
early part of the century has 
elected to provide a rat-trap— 
or fire-trap, call it what you 
will — as a residence for the 
chief executive of the state. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan and his 
family performed a meritori­ 
ous service lor California when 
they 
r e I u s e d 
to live in 
the inconvenient. mid-Victorian 
structure, which might have 
been a line house at one time, 
but now is an antiquated pile 
of junk which should have been 
abandoned and razed many 
years ago. 
The Reagans thus brought 
the long controversy to a head 
by refusing the meager lar­ 
gesse of questionable accom­ 
modations 
provided 
by 
the 
state tor its chief executive, 
and electedt o lease a slightly 
more modern home. 


And now, some of the very 
people who have been most 
vociferous in their shouting for 
a new mansion are putting on 
a crying act because private 
interests are going ahead with 
preparations to build the struc­ 
ture. and are setting out to ac­ 
complish what the Legislature 


failed to accomplish over many 
years, on the grounds that 
contributions mi ght lead to 
favoritism. 


ONE WONDERS, at times, 
how 
tar hypocrisy can 
go 
among a supposedly enlight­ 
ened people. Certainly, this at­ 
titude is pushing it above and 
beyond 
reasonable 
expecta­ 
tions. 
The action of the mansion 
committee at least represents 
a move which is constructive. 
Up to this point, the Legis­ 
lature 
has 
come 
up 
with 
nothing 
constructive 
in 
the 
ultimate. 
It authorized the purchase 
of a site, which was purchased 
and taken off the tax rolls, 
so the people of Sacramento 
pay more taxes to make up 
the loss. 
The state uses the site for 
nothing more than a parking 
lot, thus deriving some reve­ 
nue for itself, but none for the 
City 
of 
Sacramento 
which 
derived appreciable funds in 
taxes 
before 
the 
land 
was 
acquired. 
Thus legislative dalliance re­ 
sulted in nothing but disadvan­ 
tage to the taxpayers of Sac­ 
ramento. 
Insead of criticism, the peo­ 
ple behind the drive for funds 
for the new mansion should be 
given a medal for attempting 
to accomplish 
with 
private 
funds what the Legislature has 
failed to accomplish with tax 
money.

A M E R I C A N AIRCRAFT 
have bombed

the past thirty months and this 
year there have been about 
13.000 sorties a month, 75 per 
cent of them directed against 
lines of communications. North 
Vietnam has had to divert the 
labor of several h u n d r e d 
thousand workers and troops 
to the repair of bomb damage, 
a costly penalty.

Portland's Vast Parks Beautiful 


-B ut They Get Little Use 


Vacations arc good for one 
thing: They give a person a 
chance 
to 
view other com­ 
munities and compare them 
with the community where he 
is living. 


For instance. 1 had lived in 


or near Portland, Ore., for 


many years. 1 was aware at 


that time the city had many 


beautiful parks. This summer 


was the hottest, driest summer 


on record in that city and we 


were there during part of it. 


The parks stood out like oases 


in that parched city which is 


usually so green.

There were 
vast expanses of trees and 
grass, so inviting in the stifling 
heat of the city.

THEN I BEGAN to wonder 
about Novato. For years the 
city has tried to get a park 
program started.

expensive where land is as 
costly as it is in Novato? Does 
the city really need them?

In western cities, where one 
can get in a car and in a 
few minutes be away from 
civilization, do cities need vast 
open green areas? 1 wonder. 


ON THE LOWER Columbia 
River are many islands which

Midland Island, which is about 
six or seven miles across. 
Since I had been there last, 


there were little black pipes 
sticking up in front of each 
house. The houses run from 
a city block to a quarter of 
a mile apart.
